ANNEXATION ADVOCATED 
BY REV. THOS. DIXON. 


NEW YORK, June 6.—‘The Inevitable 
Destiny of America and the Inexplicable 


Opposition to the Annexation of Hawaii” 
was the subject of a sermon Areas by 
the Rev. Thomas Dixon in the Grand Opera 
souse last night. Among other things he 
said: 

“In Washington to-day there is a group 
of men who have been sen: there by the 
people. They are supposed to be the hon- 
ored men of their respective portions. of 
the country, but in some of these men we 
again have the picture of the disconsolate 
Southerner. They are cherishing the past, 
a criminal past. These are the men who 
stand between our gallant admiral at Ma- 
nila and perhaps the lives and safety of 
our noble sailors. They are the men who 
stand against the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands. 

“At the present time the annexation of 
these islands is a grave necessity to the 
United States. As a coaling station they 
are the key to the situation in the great 
western ocean. Yet these few men, who 
are cherishing a dead past, stand in the 
way of annexation. 

‘'™,.e Hawatian islands are to-day the 
outposts of our western frontier. They are 
the key to power in the Pacific ocean, and 
for our own protection we must have them, 
They are necessary for the protection of 
our sailors in Manila at present, and they 
may be pg ag | for the protection of our 
nation in the future. Suppose that any 
other nation should seize them, France, 
Germany, Russia or England, and after- 
ward there should be a war between either 
of them and this country. What then 
would be our fate? Everything shows that 
in case of trouble the islands are the com- 
manding points of the Pacific. Without 
them it will be impossible for us to hold our 
advantage gained at Manila. Our warships 
and troopships all are forced to stop there 
for coal and provisions.

ANNEXATION ADVOCATED 
BY REV. THOS. DIXON. 


NEW YORK, June 6.—‘The Inevitable 
Destiny of America and the Inexplicabie 
Opposition to the Annexation of Hawaii” 
was the subject of a sermon preached by 
the Rev. Thomas Dixon in the Grand Opera 
<aeuee last night. Among other things he 
said: 

“In Washington to-day there is a group 
of men who have been sem: there by the 
people. They are supposed to be the hon- 
ored men of their respective portions of 
the country, but in some of these men we 
again have the picture of the disconsolate 
Southerner. They are cherishing the past, 
a criminal past. These are the men who 
stand between our gallant admiral at Ma- 
nila and perhaps the lives and safety of 
our noble sailors. They are the men who 
stand against the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands. ’ 

“At the present time the annexation of 
these islands is a grave necessity to the 
United States. As a coaling station they 
are the key to the situation in the grea‘ 
western ocean. Yet these few men, who 
are cherishing a dead past, stand in the 
way of annexation. 

‘"™,.e Hawatian islands are to-day the 
outposts of our wesiern frontier. They are 
the key to power in the Pacific ocean, and 
for our own protection we must have them, 
They are necessary for the protection of 
our sailors in Manila at present, and they 
may be necessary for the protection of our 
nation in the future. Suppose that any 
other nation should seize them, France, 
Germany, Russia or England, and after- 
ward there should be a war between either 
of them and this country. What then 
would be our fate? Everything shows that 
in case of trouble the islands are the com- 
manding points of the Pacific. Without 
them it will be impossible for us to hold our 
advantage gained at Manila. Our warships 
and troopships all are forced to stop there 
for coal and provisions. 

“In my opinion any man who votes 
against the annexation of the islands is 
guilty of high treason.”

NEW AND TERRIBLE 
SHELL IS INVENTED. 


NEW YORK, June 6.—-Since the discovery 
of high explosives the military and scien- 
tiflc experts of two continents have been 
cudgling their brains to perfect a shell to 
throw them, says the New York Press. An 
officer in the United States army has prac- 
tically completed a device which perhaps 
will perform this hitherto impossible task.

Deadly gas that has several times men- 
aced life in St. Louis through the medium 
of underground wire conduits nearly caused 
a double. fatality Monday morning. 

Mre. Martha Noell and her 6-year-old boy, 
Thomas, of 1759 Preston place, were badly 
injured by the explosion of gas in a con- 
duit In the alley back of Carr street, be- 
tween Eighteenth and Nineteenth atreets. 

The woman was leading the boy by the 
hand and the two were directly on one of 
the large iron manholes. 

A terrific force lifted them into the air 
and their screams were drowned by the 
detonation of the explosion. 

The massive iron cap of the manhole was 
shattered into small pieces. Mrs. Noell 
and her boy were hurled to one side. That 
they escaped instant death was wonderful. 
Mrs. Noel's clothing was torn and much of 
it was stripped from her body. 

She was bruised and patches of skin were 
torn from various parts of her person. 
There seemed to be no broken bones, but 
she is supposed to have sustained internal 
injuries. 

The little boy was frightened more than 
hurt. His clothing was torn to shreds and 
he was badly bruised. Mother and son 
were sent home. 

The explosion shook buildings for blocks 
and many windows were knocked out. 


DIVIDED TRYING TO UNITE. 


—a 
Northern and Southern Presbyterian 
Churches of St. Charles. 


An unexpected solution of the Presbyte- 
rian Church union question at St. Charlee 
has been reached. 

The solution involves a division of the 
Northern church and a union between one 
of its factions and the Southern church. 

This has come about only after a long, 
tedious struggle to effect a coi@,cte union, 
which engendered considerable bitter feel- 


ing. 

The history of the separation of these 
two churches is an interesting reminder 
of war times. Before the civil war the 
Presbyterian Church was the most flourish- 
ing at St. Charles. The war split the 
church, and since then the North and South 
factions have remained apart, with grad- 
ually declining success. The Southern 


church had the larger congregation, while 
— Northern congregation was the wealth- 
er. 

Several months ago, Rev. Mr. Ferguson 
pastor of the Northern Church, propose 
a union and resigned his pastorate in order 
to leave the churches free, so far as the 
election of a pastor was concerned. 

Many propositions were made by both 
sides looking to a union. The _ propert 
question proved the stumbling block. Bot 
congregations own edifices and real estate. 
It was found, afteg nerotiations began, 
that a clause in the deed of the property 
of the Northern Church forbade that con- 
gregation from ever going into the South- 
ern General Assembly without the loss of 
the property. 

Although at the gtart, the prospect 
promised a union, the progress of the ne- 
gotiations caused the stirring up of all 
war-time bitterness and it was soon ap- 
parems that a complete union wags impos- 
sible. 

A large faction in the Northern Church 
was bent on the union, however, and kept 
up the agitation. The other faction held out 
persistently, and the result was a bitter fac- 
tional difference in that congregation, 

Several rather exciting meetings were 
held, each of which. resulted in widening the 
breach in the church. The difference be- 
tween the factions finally became persona! 
and during the past week those who favored 
a union decided to leave the Northern 
Church and join the Southern as individuals, 

They have taken preliminary steps in this 
direction. Because of his advocacy of the 
union Rev. Mr. Ferguson fell into disfavor 
with those of his congregation who op- 

osed it, and it is probable that he will 

asked to preach the balance of his term 
to the increased Southern congregation. 
Those who are leaving the Northern for the 
Southern church have expressed a desire 
that he be invited to do this, and their 
wishes will doubtless be deferred to in this 
matter. The faction that has taken this 
decisive step toward union numbers about 
®. among them one of the wealthiest la- 
dies in the Northern church. 

The Northern ee ty is reduced by 
this union to a emall, but determined num- 
ber. They declare they will contiuue to 
hold the church property and maintain a 
church as long as breath remains in their 

dies. 

The town has been considerably worked 
up over the efforts of the two churches to 
unite. At one time it wae gested that 
the question be left to arditration com- 
mittee, but this idea was abandoned on ac- 
count of the difficulty of securing arbi- 
terse who were entirely unprejudiced.

Raymond Bruno's pleasure trip to Span- 
ish Lake ended in his death. 

Saturday at midnight he was the leading

Monday he lay, a blackened corpse, on the 
bank of the lake. 

The dead youth was % years old. He is a

The drowning of Bruno was unusually sad 
because of the circumstances that sur- 
rounded it. 

He went swimming Sunday afternoon,

Fition of aquatic feats. 

But that dread foe of the bather, cramps, 
overpowered him and when Bruno's friends 
saw the water ciose over him, after the first 
dive, they had seen the last of him alive. 

His body was recovered Monday morning 
and will be brought to St, Louis in the even- 
ing if the Coroner at Clayton can finish the 
inquest by that t.me, : 

In the party that went to Spanish Lake 
with Bruno were Andrew Young, Will 
Hotze, Fraak Talby, Louis Elzy, Henry 
Sutermeier, M. Mockier and Frank Young. 

They were a joily jot, bound for a duy's 
outing and plenty of fun. Spanish Lake is 
15 miles northeast from the city and a 
pleasant drive. The company had a band 
of stringed instruments and the journey 
was enlivened with song and instrumental 
music. 

The morning hours were spent in fishing 
and rollicking. Bruno was especially liveiy 
and mirthful. He was to take a new post- 
tion in the Recorder of Deed’s office Mon- 
day morning and he said he wanted to en- 
joy Sunday, as it would be his last day of 
rest. 

Along in the afternoon the heat became 
intense and Bruno decided to seek comfort 
in the coo.ing waters of the lake. 

A number of the party had come home 
by train immediately after dinner and An- 
drew Young, Talby, E.zy and Sutermeier 
were all who remained with Bruno.

|'NEGROES WHO ASSAULTED MRS. |SLAYER. OF “THREE-FINGERED 


| MAJUENEUX HURRIED UFF 
TO CLAYTON. 


THEY ARE SAFE !N THE. JAIL. 


Sentiment Stronglv Against Them and 
Tangible Evidence of Their Guilt 
Held by the Authorities. 


There wae intense excitement tn Floris- 
sant Monday over the brutal assault on 
Mrs. Jennie Majueneux. There was some 
talk of forming a party to wreak ven- 
geance on the negroes accused of attack- 
ing the aged woman, but there was a 
strong belief that it would be impossible 
to accomplish anything by such a move, as 
the men are etrongly guarded in the Clay- 
ton Jali. 

John and William Ellis, who have been 
identified by Mrs. Majueneux, are charged 
with assauit with intent to rape. 

Mre. Majueneux is @7 years old and a 


cripple. Bhe is supported by the county 
and lives in a shanty near the end of the 
Suburban line tn Florissant. 

The attack on the defenseless old woman 
was fiendishly brutal. She was preparing 
to retire Sunday night when she heard a 
noise In the rear of her house. She opened 
the door. A man leaped from the dark- 
ness and clutched her by the threat. He 


threw her to the floor and called on his 
companion to help him. 

A second man rushed in. He carried 
two brickbats. With these murderous 


weapons he rained blow after blow on the 
old woman's head, beating her into un- 
consciousness. The men then left her lying 
in her blood. 


When she regained consciousness her 
screams attracted neighbors. who notified 
Judge John Belleville. to whom she said 


her assailants were John and William Ellis. 
Lewis Holliday and Stephen Belleville were 
sworn in as special deputies and sent in 
search of the negroes. They met them near 
their father’s home, but did not attempt 
to arrest them. When the deputies returned 
to Florissant the negroes followed them and 
were arrested by Judge Belleville and Leon 
LD. Lisle. 

An excited crowd gathered and the pris- 
oners were hurried to Clayton in charge of 
Stephen Belleville. : 

The evidence against the men seems con- 
vincing, though they claim they were at 
home at the time the assault occurred. 
Their shoes are held as evidence. One 
paid has no heels and one of the other has 
three large tacks in the heel.

SCANDAL MAY BE FAR-REACHING 


Uncovering of Express Company Cor- 
ruption Agitates All Nebraska. 


OMAHA, Neb., June 6.—Ex-Auditor W. 
F. Bechel of the Pacific Express Co. has 
had his preliminary hearing for embezzle- 
ment, being bound over, but the develop- 
ments of the trial have been much more 
important to the State and corporations of 


Nebraska than anything that has occurred 
for years in the rest. > 

During the hearing it developed through 
testimony of ex-officers of the company that 
something like $200,000 had been expended 
Yn the past 10 years for the purpose of con- 
trolling the Nebraska Legislature. The 
lowest estimate of the amount so expended 
was by Chief Clerk Mason, who swore that 
$1,000 was spent on each session to prevent 
hostile legislation. It was also said that the 
Pacific was merely the clearing house for 
the other express companies, and that each 
paid its pro rata share of this corruption 
fund. 

The story of how the facts became the 
property of the public prosecutor came out, 
When the Union Pacific passed into the 
hands of the forces controlling the North- 
western property it gave that company a 
controlling share of the express companys 
stock. Erastus Young, auditor of the Union 
Pacific. had heard of the vast sums spent 
for legislative purposes and influenced Presi- 
dent urt of the Union Pac.fic to insist 
on an investigation. When the matter came 
to the ears of President E. 8S. Morseman of 
St. Louis he obfected. He had been the 
company’s President for twenty-five years 
and had made it what it is to-day. He said 
there had been no embezzlement, that what 
money had been spent by the auditor was 
necessary, that the corruption fund was @ 
necesary evil, and that if it was stirred up 
it would react on the company. 

When Young started the investigation 
Morseman at once resigned, but not under 
suspicion. Auditor Bechel and his assistant, 
T. K. Suadburrough, who had been with the 
company 17 years, were discharged and to- 
gether with Chief Clerk Andrew Hunt were 
arrested for embegzlement. 

Now the reform forces of the State are 
preparing for an anti-corporation fight that 
is sure to cost corporations thousands of 
dollars. They have the material furnished 
by this sensational trial, the data and all 
the details of the corrupting lobby main- 
tained by the express companies at Lin- 
coln. The result is just what President 
Morseman said it would be, and if the cor- 
porations do not spend more money this 
year than ever the hostile islation ema- 
nating from Lincoln will alm@pt ruin them.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge Spencer Holds That Special Or- 
dinances May Be Passed for 
Sufficient Consideration, 


Judge Spencer decided Monday morning 
that while it was true that the city has a 
general ordinance prohibiting street cars 
from running at a rate greater than 8&8 
miles an hour in the city, the Municipal 
Assembly could by express contract or or- 
dinance permit any particular road to run 
its cars at a rate exceeding that. 

The point was raised in the damage suit 
of Alexander Ruschenberg against the 
Southern EPlectric Railway Company. On 
May 22, 1897, the plaintiff's little five-year- 
old son, Frank, tried to cross Broadway, 
between Itaska and Neosho streets, and 
was killed by e@ Southern Blectric car, 
which was going at a high rate of speed. 

The defense was contributory negligence. 
The plaintif® tried to show that the care 
were running at a rate of more than eigat 


miles an hour when the assident happened. 
The campany said they had a right to run 
at a rate of not more than 15 miles an 
hour.where the accident occurred, and in- 
troduced in evidence their ordinance én 
which it was specifically stated that on 
certain parts of the line the of not 
aes les an hour could be main- 

The Court tn his insfructions eaid that the 
jury might take into consideratian the fact 
that the road had a right to run at 15 miles 


an hour at that point. . 

The jury found for the defendant in the 
case and the pa filled a motion for a 
new trial on the ground that the Court had 
erred in giving the instruction. 

Judge Spencer, Monday, overruled the mo- 
tion for a new trial and handed down a de- 
— in which he says on that particular 

nt: 

“The ordinance of 1892 prohibiting a speed 
of over eight miles an hour is what may be 
called a governmental ordinance; that fs, it 
isa l ative act indicating a policy. 

“It is sustained as a valid exercise of 
police power. 

“In addition to such legislative acts, or 
governmental ordinances, the Munic 
Assembly has also the right to pass con- 
tractual ordinances, whereby the city and 
street railways may contract together.’ 

“On what principle could it be said that 
the city might not contract with a street 
railway and exempt it, for gufficlent con- 
sideration, from compliance with certain 
governmental ordinances? 

“If the Municipal Assembly belleves.it is 
for the advantage of the city to exent a 
particular street railway from any of the 
general ordinances passed to indicate the 
general policy of the city government, why 
should not any such contract, if fair, be 
enforced ?’’
